Athens, April 21.—King George of Greece 
as made some significant comment to- 


day as to who is responsible for the pres- 
ent war, especially as to ''certain in- 
.ngues." 


He said in an interview this morning 


that he believed until the last moment 
that peace would be maintained, and he 
did his utmost to bring about a pacific 
solution of matters in dispute. He denied 
that Greece commenced hostilities against 
Turkey ana ur^ed that Turkey was not 
compelled to go to war because of the in- 
surgents whom nobody could have re- 
strained. 


Kiog George further said that 
the 


truth is "we were attacked because 
Turkey was ordered to attack us. Tnere 
never would have been any war but for 
certain intrigues which will appear later. 
All the powers are more or less against us. 
If they wanted war they got it. Such is 
the result of the European Concert. Europe. 
must understand that after forcing ns to 
war there can be no question of limiting it 


"Greece understands that she must 


either be victorious or disappear alto- 
gether. The war may be prolonged and 
Bloody, but it is now too late to stop it. 
Aggravated crime has been committed 
against right and humanity in the Cretan 
question, and the chastisement has now 
commenced." 


Salonica, April 21.—The military officers 


here are vigilantly looking for the Greek 
fleet now on its way with orders to take 
this city which is the base of Turkish sup- 
plies for the armies operating against 
Greece. The military authorities here 
have laid 150 torpedo mines at the mouth 
of the harbor in readiness for the coming

Rome, April 21.—Riccotti Garibaldi, son 


of the famous General Garibaldi, accom- 
panied by a Garibald'ian veteran, Col. 
Jattarno, has sailed for Greece today 
where ho will take part in the waragai'nsb 
the Turks. Several steamers with Italian 
volunteers have also sailed. 


Athens, April 21.—All the members 


of the gendarmerie and other police 
torces militarily organized arc now go- 
ing to the frontier. The citizens have 
volunteered to guard the tcnvn, and the 
sa me state of affairs prevails in all 
other towns of Greece. 
On all hides 


there is a firm determination to meet 
the Turkish invasion, and every man 
•\vho can be spared and who can bear 
arms is going to tlite fiont 


The Athenian ladies, under the pat- 


ronage of the queen, have com crted 
the steamer Thessaly into a floating 
hospital. Three hundred beds for the 
wounded have been fitted up on board 
of her, and she is now proceeding for 
Volo. 


Crow n Prince Constantin has as- 


sumed supreme command of the Greek 
forces in the field. 


It is also announced that King George 


of Greece leaves Athens for thft fron- 
tier at once 


An official dispatch from Arta says 


that after crossing the Aracthos at 
Bani the Greeks occupied the villages 
oE Neckori and Saklnkalama, where 
they strongly intrenched themselves. 
Colonel Marios is now advancing north- 
ward in the direction of Paraskovt. A 
number of Greeks, among them sev- 
eral officers, were killed and others 
wounded. 


News has reached here tbjtt 
the 


Greeks afte» a desperate battle ha% e 
captured and burned Damasi. Viglia 
is still lesisting. 
But another division 


of the Gieeh troops it Is reported, has 
tra\ersed the Reveni pass and captur- 
ed three blockhouses. This division has 
almost, reached Damasi, where It will 
effect a union with the force that cap- 
tured the town. The 20,000 troops un- 
der General Smolenltz displayed 
the 


greatest bravery.

The Crnwn Prince Constantin has tel- 
egraphed here that the Turks at that 
point were completely and finally re- 
pulsed. 


Constantinople, April" 21.—A second 


Turkish squadron has left the Golden 
Horn for the Dardanelles. It consists 
of the ironclad Orhanien, the monitor 
Hifairahman, the corvette Mansoura, 
five toipedo boats and four steamers 
which have been converted into cruis- 
ers. 


Prince Mavrocordato, the Greek min- 


ister to Turkey, has sailed for Athens. 
All the embassadors except the German 
ambassador went to the quay to bid 
him farewell. 
* 


Edhcm Pasha has wired the sultan 


that he has gained several notable vic- 
tories, occupying all th« fortified posi- 
tsions commanding Tyrnavo. 
He re- 


ports that the Greeks evacuated their 
intrenched camp, leaving behind 30 
cases of cartridges and many rifles. 
The Turks, he says, have retaken Ve- 
Htako, which the Greeks surprised and 
captured on the first day of frontier 
aggression. 


The Turkish commander at Janlna 


announces that the Greek fleet which 
has been bombarding Prevesa has been 
compelled to retire, one division with- 
drawing to the interior of the gulf and 
the larger ironclads outside sailing for 
the islands of Poxo and Santa Maura, 


An official telegram from Zantki as- 


serts that the Greeks who landed at 
Eloutheropoli and reached Gojrat, near 
the railway, were attacked and de- 
feated by Turkish troops and peasants 
and that 100 Greeks were killed 


The report that the Greek volunteers 


have cut the Salonika railway near Ka- 
vala is not confirmed! but the Greeks 
have occupied Mitylene and Chios aft- 
er a sharp engagement with the Turk- 
ish troops. 


Turks Advancing: on I*rUsa. 


London, April 21.—It is evident from 


the most trustworthy advices received 
here that the Turks have forced the 
principal door of Thessaly and entered 
the broad plains? where they have the 
advantage of numbers against the 
Greeks. 


Dispatches received at the foreign of- 


fire confirm the advices received by the 
Turkish embassador from Constanti- 
nople that the Turks were victorious in 
fighting and have captured the outlying 
defenses of Tyrnavo. This place is the 
only obstacle In the way of the advance 
of the Turkish army to Larissa, the 
headquarters of Crown Prince Constan- 
tin, 
which is not strongly fortified, if 


indeed it is fortified at all. If Larissa 
Is taken by the Turks, the whole scheme 
of the Greek frontier defense of Thes- 
saly will collapse and only a pitched 
battle on the plains oC Thessaly will be 
left to the Greeks. 


News From Turkish Sources. 


Constantinople, April 21.—The govern- 


ment has issued for publication a re- 
port from the ^aJi of Monastlr to the 
effect that the Turkish army was 
marching victoriously to Larissa, 


Another report was made public 


which purports to have emanated .from 
the headquarters of Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish commander in chief, declaring 
that the Turks had occupied the town 
of Tyrnavo in force and would imme- 
diately make a forced march t» La- 
rissa. 


In the meantime the Greeks have ef- 


fected a sea diversion and landed a 
quantity of arms and munitions on the' 
Turkish island of Chios, off the west 
coast of Asia Minor. 


The prince of Samos has telegraphed 


to Constantinople asking that troops be 
sent to that island. 


The Attitude of the Powers. 


London, April 21.—A telegram to The 


Times fiom St. Petersburg says that 
Count Muravieff, the Russian foreign 
minister, has dispatched a circular note 
to the powers advising them to observe 
an expectant attitude in case either 
Turkey or Greece should request inter- 
vention. The correspondent understands 
that all the powers have agreed to con- 
tinue to hold Crete with the forces al- 
ready there.

It holds the £ DOds in check like a 
great sponge, and let the moisture drain 
out at a gentle, steat y rate for a long 
time keeping up (.he iceded supply during 
the weeks when the i ainfall is scanty or 
absent. The great d< atraction of life and 
property now going ( n in the valleys of 
the M ssissippi and Missouri rivers helps 
to make impressive t le consequences of 
stripping the timbe • from the regions 
about their her.dwat ;rs. Some one has 
aaid tbat for every tr e thus cut down in 
Minnesota a life is lo t in the Mississippi. 
Many of the destruct ve floods which are 
becoming so frequen , even at the East, 
could" be prevented, ( r greatly lessened,by 
a proper managemei & of the forests along 
the streams. On t ie other hand, the 
periodical drying up of many rivers here- 
tofore furnishing abi odant water power 
is undoubtedly due t > the reckless cutting 
down of the forestt about their head- 
water*. 


The task of the for ster and the object 


of forest managemei t are, in the main, to 
obtain a continuous supply of a given 
amount of useful wo >d from the smallest 
area possible and wti h the least expendi- 
ture of enersy and noney. This is the 
owner's view of the , aatter. The comnw 
nity or tho State hat also to consider the 
effect of a properly i lanaged forest upon 
the water supply of the adjoining coan- 
iry, upon the prote< tiou of farm lands 
from the wind, up>n the checking of 
evaporation and npca the beautifying of 
the landscape. Tha the latter is a con- 
sideration of real i loney value does not 
•ecm to be realized 1 y those who are stu- 
pidly allowing manj attractive mountain 
regions (notably the White Mountains) to 
be ruined by the ax of the wood pulp 
manufacturer and tl e all-devouring fur- 
nace of the charcoal burner.

The recollection 
goea to show that this is not tbe only late 
cold snap in history, although some re- 
port the mercury as low as 10 above zero 
Tuesday morning.

eed of medical treatment.

ition did not improve materially and 
bout six weeks ago he went, accompanied 
y his physician, Dr. W. S. Carr, to 
outlier*'Pines, N. C., in the hope that 
est, the change of climate and continued 
reatmeot would effect the desired change 
n his condition. 
But in this he was dia- 


ppointect. 
He grew worse instead of 


hotter, and at the end of two weeks he 
lecided to go to Clifton Springs, N. YM 
o whicU place he was accompanied by 
Dr. Carr. 
At that place Mr. Hatnblen 


was joined by his wife and Dr. Carr 
eft him in charge of the physicians at the 
,oatorium ami returned to North Adams. 


Mr. Hamblen remained at Clifton Springs 
wo weeks, but continued to fail, and the 
physicians thore prouounced his condi- 
ion critical. It was therefore deemed ad- 
visable for him to return to his home 
which he did, arriving two weeks ago 
ast Sunday night. He was ia a very 
weak condition when he came and the 
best efforts of bis physician failed to af- 
ord any permanent relief. Mr. Hamblen 
uffered much, and although he made a 
>atient and brave straggle for recovery 
a failed steadily and rapidly till the end 


Mr. Hamblen's death was due to a com- 
ilication of diseases believed to have 
leed brought on by long-continued over- 
work. From early manhood he was a 
hard and indt-fatigable worker. He ap- 
plied himself constantly to business, giv" 
ng himself little time for reat and relaxa- 
ion, and before he was aware of his dan- 
ger his constitution had been undermined. 


The death of Mr. Hambleu removes one 


01 the best known and most active and 
honorable business men of this city. He 
was a quiet and modest man, oue who 
never made himself conspicuous, but his

nized by all. He

and was universally respected and es- 
eemtjd. In business circles he was rec- 
ognized as a man of excellent sense and 
udgment, and personally he was most 
riendly and obliging. He was a kind- 
learted, sympathetic and helpful man, 
and while hi» benefactions were seldom 
tnown to any but himself and those wno 
received them, they were by no means 
ew, and many young men will remember

ams he became an active worker in the 
Congregational church, serving as Sunday 
school librarian and one term of three 
?ears as a trustee of the, society, although 


never transferred his membership

Johnsbury, Vt,, with, which he united 
while located in that town some time be- 
fore coming to this city.
